( Biography  of 

THE  CHAPEL  OF  SAINT  PETER  AND  SAINT  PAUL 

June  1881.  Two  handsome  alms-boxes,  the  gift  of  an  old  friend  of 
the  School,  were  placed  one  in  each  vestibule  of  the  (old)  Chapel  to 
receive  contributions  for  the  new  Chapel. 

June  1882.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Alumni  Association,  W.  Stanley 
Emery  (later  rector  of  St.  Paul’s  Church,  Concord,  N.  H.)  moved  the 
formation  of  a  committee  to  secure  a  building  fund  for  the  New 
Chapel. 

April  3,  1886.  On  the  thirtieth  anniversary  of  the  arrival  of  the 
Rector  and  Mrs.  Coit,  and  of  the  opening  of  the  School,  the  com¬ 
mittee  announced  that  its  goal  of  $100,000  had  been  raised. 

July  1886.  Ground  for  the  Chapel  was  broken  in  the  field  between 
the  School  House  and  the  Lower  School. 

September  21,  1886.  The  corner-stone  was  laid  by  Bishop  William 
Woodruff  Niles  and  Dr.  George  Cheyne  Shattuck. 

June  5,  1888.  The  Chapel  was  consecrated  by  Bishop  Niles  of  New 
Hampshire.  The  Right  Reverend  Henry  Codman  Potter,  Bishop  of 
New  York,  preached  the  sermon. 

1889.  The  west  window,  depicting  the  Communion  of  Saints,  was 
given  in  memory  of  Mrs.  Henry  Augustus  Coit. 

1894.  The  tower,  a  memorial  to  Mrs.  Henry  Augustus  Coit,  was 
completed.  The  cloister  connecting  the  Chapel  with  the  old  School 
Plouse  (Big  Study)  was  built.  The  reredos  was  installed,  as  well  as 
a  window  above  the  altar  in  memory  of  the  founder  of  the  School, 
George  Cheyne  Shattuck. 

1896.  The  All-Angels  window  over  the  main  entrance,  given  in 
memory  of  the  first  Rector  by  the  boys  who  were  in  the  School  at 
the  time  of  his  death,  was  installed.  Dr.  Coit  had  chosen  the  theme 
so  that  as  the  boys  left  the  chapel  they  would  be  reminded  that  they 
were  under  the  guardianship  of  creatures  of  a  higher  order  in  God’s 
Kingdom. 
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1898.  The  recumbent  statue  of  Henry  Augustus  Coit,  the  first 
Rector,  was  placed  in  a  recess  on  the  north  side  of  the  sanctuary. 

1928.  The  Chapel  was  enlarged  by  adding  two  bays  in  the  chancel. 
The  sanctuary  was  moved  intact  to  accommodate  them.  The  chantry 
was  built,  the  north  porch  and  west  door  added,  and  a  cloister  con¬ 
structed  along  the  west  face  of  the  Chapel. 

January  26,  1929.  The  War  Memorial  in  the  chantry  was  unveiled 
and  dedicated. 

January  27,  1929.  The  reconstructed  Chapel  was  consecrated  by 
the  Right  Reverend  John  Thomson  Dallas,  Bishop  of  New  Hamp¬ 
shire.  A  service  of  renewal  of  the  consecration  of  the  enlarged  Chapel 
was  held. 

1930-1931.  The  organ,  in  memory  of  James  Carter  Knox,  was  dedi¬ 
cated  on  June  4,  1931.  During  the  same  service  the  pavement,  win¬ 
dow,  and  memorial  stalls  in  the  chantry,  as  well  as  two  new  windows 
in  the  chancel,  were  dedicated.  The  bronze  statue  of  Saint  Paul  on 
the  south  lawn  of  the  Chapel  was  unveiled. 

November  1933.  The  carillon  was  installed  and  dedicated  to  the 
memory  of  Arthur  Amory  Houghton. 

1940.  A  window  on  the  north  side  of  the  chancel  was  installed  in 
memory  of  the  Fourth  Rector,  Samuel  Smith  Drury. 

February  24,  1954.  The  rebuilt  Knox  memorial  organ  was  dedi¬ 
cated. 

In  addition  to  the  acts  of  dedication  and  remembrance 
listed  above,  hundreds  of  beautiful  gifts  and  memorials  have 
been  thankfully  given  and  incorporated  into  the  fabric  of 
the  Chapel,  making  it  a  living  symbol  of  its  influence  in 
the  lives  of  those  who  have  found  God  in  this  place.
